IN WEEK DOMINATED BY ECOWAS (ECONOMIC COMMUNITY OF WEST 
AFRICAN STATES) LAGOS MEETING, MEDIA PAID LITTLE ATTENTION TO 
U.S. AEFAIRS. SEVERAL PAPERS CARRIED COMMERCIAL WIRE COPY ON 
PRES. FORD, SECRETARY KISSINGER'S EUROPEAN TRIP PLANS. 

2. TWO MAJOR PAPERS CARRIED COMMENTARIES: 

A. MAY 26: NIGERIAN OBSERVER COMMENTARY ( "DIPLOMATIC STRAINS 
IN INDO-CHINA") BY AUSTINE OBOZUWA SAID: 

"THE RELATIONS BETWEEN THE UNITED STATES AND THAILAND, A 
VERY GOOD ALLY OF THE U.S. DURING THE VIETNAM WAR WERE SEVERELY 
STRAINED...ALMOST TO THE POINT OP DIPLOMATIC RUPTURE... POR THE 
U.S. VIOLATION OF THAI SOVEREIGNTY IN THE MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT." 

OBOZUWA SAID U.S. APOLOGY "HAS SAVED THE SITUATION FOR 
ANOTHER DAY," AND THAT: "THE CAMBODIAN ACTION WAS CLEARLY A 
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VIOLATION OP ARTICLE 22 OF THE 1958 GENEVA CONVENTION ON THE 
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HIGH SEAS. THIS, HOWEVER, DOES NOT JUSTIEY THE U.S. MILITARY 
ACTION TO RECOVER THE SHIP. THE MATTER SHOULD HAVE BEEN TAKEN TO 
THE SECURITY COUNCIL... 

"THE ONLY HOPE EOR THE SMALL NATIONS AS THE MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT 
DEMONSTRATES, IS EOR THE SMALL NATIONS TO ABIDE BY THE RULES OE 
INTERNATIONAL LAW AND THEREBY HOLD THE POWEREUL STATES TO DO THE SAME." 


OBOZUWA CONCLUDED: "THE BEST HOPE FOR THAILAND IS TO DE- AMERICA- 
NIZE HER EOREIGN POLICY, LOOK TRULY LIKE AN ASIA STATE AND PURSUE AN 
ACTIVIST NEUTRAL POLICY 

"THERE IS NO REASON NOW WHY THE U.S. WOULD NOT WELCOME A NEUTRAL 
THAILAND. "THE MAYAGUEZ INCIDENT WHICH WOULD EACILITATE THE AMERICAN 
WITHDRAWAL IS A BLESSING IN DISGUISE TO THAILAND." 

B. MAY 26: TIMES INTERNATIONAL COMMENTARY ("U.S.:THE REEUGEE PROBLEM")
